IN THE SEVEN years that the 
Volkswagen Tiguan has been on sale 
in the UK it’s become a regular sight 
on our roads. Earned for its car-like 
driving dynamics and practical 
cabin, the Tiguan rose to become 
one of the key benchmarks for new 
SUV models to beat. 

Over time, however, more 
advanced rivals like Nissan’s 
Qashqai and the Mazda CX-5 have 
begun to take the shine off 
Volkswagen’s SUV. Next to those 
cars, the Tiguan has started to look 
cumbersome and expensive. 
Volkswagen had to act, and so at 
this year’s Erankfurt motor show it 
unveiled this brand new Tiguan. 

Larger dimensions 

The new model is longer, wider and 
lower than the old Tiguan, and that 
means interior space has improved. 
Volkswagen says that rear knee 
room has increased by up to 29 mm, 
while available boot capacity has 
risen to 615 litres with the rear seats 
in place, and 1655 litres with them 


folded away. By comparison, the 
Nissan Qashqai offers 430 litres and 
1585 litres, while Mazda’s CX-5 has 
503 and 1620 litres respectively. 

Those larger dimensions should 
improve comfort inside, while the 
new Tiguan is also 50kg lighter than 
the car it replaces. 

Range of engine options 

The entry-level diesel version in 
the line-up is a 1.6-litre unit with 
ii4bhp, while a trio of 2.0-litre units 
offering outputs of I48bhp, I78bhp 
and 2i7bhp are also available. 

Petrol motors on offer will 
include 1.4-litre and 2.0-litre 
turbocharged units. They’re likely 
to be an extremely rare sight in this 
country, however. 

Lower-powered versions of the 
Tiguan are front- wheel drive, 
but more powerful models get 
four-wheel drive, and include the 
option to switch between four 
driving modes. Owners can 
choose between a six-speed 
manual transmission and an

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Toyota Prius 

First look The fourth generation of Toyota’s iconic hybrid features lots of new tech and an improved interior 
On sale Early 2016 Price from £22,000 (est) 




VERY FEW CARS have become the 
flagship for their segment in the 
same way as the Toyota Prius has 
with the hybrid market. 

This is the fourth generation of 
Toyota’s icon and, while it is still 
very recognisably a Prius, there are 
lots of changes over the outgoing 
model. The looks have been brought 
into line with the car that Toyota 
hopes will be the next face of its 
low-emission future - the hydrogen 
fuel-cell powered Mirai which has 
just gone on sale in the UK. It now 
gets more dramatic headlights, and 
a blacked out C-pillar that is 
designed to create the illusion of a 
floating roof. The rear gets sharp 
creases in the same vein as the 
Mirai, with a spoiler integrated into 
the window. 

Improved performance 

The bigger changes, though, are 
those that you can’t see. Toyota has 
not yet announced the flnal 
technical details of the new Prius, 
but the new car is expected to cut 


CO2 emissions by around io%, 
putting the official output at 
around 8og/km. It will be powered 
by a new version of the hybrid 
powertrain, but will still come with 
a 1.8-litre petrol engine that 
combines with batteries for brief 
stints of electric-only driving. The 
nickel-metal hydride batteries are 
set to be more compact than before, 
though, and quicker to recharge. 

The new Prius 
is expected 
to cut its official 
CO2 emissions 
output to 
around 80 g/km’ 



There are big changes under 
other parts of the Prius’s skin as 
well, because the car is the first to be 
developed on a new platform, called 
the Toyota New Global Architecture 
(TNGA). This will underpin many 
new Toyotas from now on. The 
Prius will come with an all-new 
suspension set-up and a lower 
centre of gravity, which, Toyota 
claims, will make for a more 
comfortable ride than the present 
car’s, and much improved handling. 

Updated interior 

The new platform is said to improve 
body rigidity by between 30% and 
65%, which will make the car more 
stable and improve refinement 
levels in the cabin. Inside, Toyota 
has been busy focusing on 


simplifying the layout of the Prius’s 
dashboard. It gets a swathe of 
gloss-black finish and a large 
infotainment display mounted 
in the centre of the fascia. There is 
more space in the cabin than 
before, as well, with the gear lever 
now mounted on a near- vertical 
surface at the bottom of the dash, 
leaving more room between the 
two seats. 

Despite all these technical 
changes, the new Prius is not set to 
increase drastically in terms of 
price. It is expected to cost from 
around £22,000, the same level as 
the current car, and will go on sale 
in the spring of 2016.

Mini Clubman Cooper S 

First drive New Mini estate gets more space and practicality as standard 
Verdict More conventional than its predecessor, and all the better for it 



SINCE THE LAUNCH of the Mini 
Hatch in 2013 the company has 
been busy refreshing its entire 
range, and now it’s the turn of 
the Clubman estate. 

The first-generation Clubman 
caused a few raised eyebrows with 
its odd half-sized rear door that 
forced rear seat occupants to exit 
on the road (not pavement) side of 
the car. That’s gone now, because 
this second-generation model does 
without the idiosyncratic opening; 
it has four conventional doors. It’s 
also claimed to be more spacious, 
and is offered with a wider range of 
options - including an eight-speed 
automatic gearbox - and more 
efficient engines. 

A familiar line-up is offered, 
consisting at launch of a Cooper, 
Cooper D and Cooper S, with prices 
starting from £19,995. Standard 
equipment includes climate 
control, cruise control, sat-nav, 
Bluetooth, USB connectivity, keyless 
start and air-conditioning. 


Rapid performance everywhere 

We tested a six-speed manual 
Cooper S, which features a 
turbocharged i89bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol engine. It produces a stout 
2071b ft of torque from i25orpm, 
which doesn’t tail off until around 
46oorpm. This means that, even if 
you’re in a higher gear, the Mini will 
pull with vigour. This helps to

make it relaxing to drive because it 
cuts the number of gearchanges 
you have to make. 

The six-speed manual gearbox 
in our test car was a little notchy, 
but shifts were otherwise quick 
and precise. The engine makes 
a suitably aggressive noise, too, 
which helps it to deliver an even 
more eager feel. 


This is a decent-handling car, 
even if it isn’t quite as entertaining 
as the Mini hatchback models. The 
steering is accurate, with a good 
amount of weight, and there’s 
plenty of grip. Couple this with 
easily judged and powerful brakes, 
slick controls and little body roll, 
and the net result is a car that’s 
genuinely rewarding to drive. 



Accurate steering and sharp responses make the Clubman good fun to drive 
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Classy and comfortable Inside 

There’s a lot to like about the Mini’s 
interior. It’s smartly styled, packed 
full of neat details and storage 
points, and high quality 

It’s also comfortable. There’s lots 
of room up front, even for taller 
occupants, the steering column 
adjusts for height and reach and 
there’s a good range of seat 
adjustment. The seats are 
supportive, too. Only pronounced 
wind and road noise takes the edge 
off the pleasant cabin. 

Forward visibility is adequate, 
although your view is sometimes 
blocked by the thick windscreen 
pillars. The central rear pillar can 
obscure your rearwards vision a 
little, but despite this the Clubman 
isn’t hard to manoeuvre. 

Two adults will be more than 
comfortable in the back although 
those more than six feet tall might 
feel a little hemmed in. You can 
even fit three adults in, although 
they’ll probably not want to endure 
a long drive. Access isn’t bad either, 
which is impressive given the 
low-slung looks of the car. 

The Clubman has 360 litres of 
boot space, 100 more than its 
predecessor. Consequently it’s a 
much more useful car, because its 
boot space is now on a par with that 
offered by many a conventional 
hatchback. As standard the rear 
seats split and fold 60:40, leaving 
only a slightly sloped boot floor, 
and with both seats down the 
available space rises to 1250 litres. 

A Volkswagen Golf, for comparison, 
offers 380 and 1270 litres. 

Mini claims 45.6mpg for the 
Cooper S, which would give it 
a range of around 480 miles on 
a tank. Other Minis with this engine 
fitted have returned nearly 40mpg 
in our real-world True MPG tests, 
so we’d expect the Clubman to 
return more than 35mpg without 
too much trouble. 


An Interesting alternative 

If you’re looking for a practical 
upmarket-feeling car that’s good 
to drive, available with punchy 
engines and easy to live with, 
then the Clubman is well worth 
considering. Besides having 
numerous appealing features, it’s 
more interesting to look at and 
drive than many alternatives. 

Those seeking practicality and 
affordability, however, would 
probably be better served by a more 
conventional hatchback, such as the 
VW Golf. If performance is key a 
bigger estate, such as the Ford Focus 
Estate ST, would work well.

190 Ultra 

First drive More powerful diesel version of Audi’s new exec 
Verdict Quick, refined and cheap to run 


IF YOUR DESK looks out over the 
company car park, you may have 
noticed some changes lately The 
Jaguar XE is now a common sight 
on our roads, and BMW’s latest 3 
Series is now beginning to occupy 
more spaces. Soon, Audi’s new A4 
will be muscling in, too. 

Traditionally the A4 has always 
impressed for quality inside, but its 
ergonomics and handling have 
looked outdated compared with its 
rivals’. This new car is bigger than 
the old one, but it’s also lighter and 
Audi has spent a lot of time 
improving refinement. There’s 
also tweaked suspension for better 
ride and handling. 

Range CO2 emissions start at just 
99g/km and official fuel economy 
is as high as 74.3mpg on the I48bhp 
2.0 diesel. Here, though, we drive 
the more powerful iSybhp 2.0-litre 
diesel in production form for the 
first time. It’s actually only just 
behind with its emissions of 
I02g/km and a quoted 72.4mpg. 


A better driving experience 

It’s easy to see why this engine is 
likely to be popular. It begins to pull 
from isoorpm, meaning you rarely 
have to change down in search of its 
sweet spot. It never objects to being 
revved, either, and remains one of 
the quietest four-cylinder diesels. 

Our manual model suffered 
some vibration at the gearlever,

but the majority of buyers will go 
for the auto option and won’t 
notice. The gearshift action is much 
more slick, and wind noise is well 
suppressed at speed. 

This new A4 is up to 120kg lighter 
than the old car, which makes it 
more fun to drive. It turns in more 
keenly than it did, and remains 
composed through fast corners. 


That said, its steering remains 
too light to inspire confidence, 
and ultimately, the A4 can’t match 
a BMW 3 Series or Jaguar XE for 
sheer driving enjoyment. 

There are four suspension 
set-ups of varying heights and 
stiffness. All Ultra models sits on 
lower, stiffer sports suspension for 
better aerodynamics; this set-up 
doesn’t deal that well with bumps, 
even on standard lyin alloy wheels, 
but body control is good. 

More spacious, just as classy 

There’s even more space than the 
old car, which wasn’t exactly lacking 
in this area an3nvay. The driver gets 
an impressive range of steering 
wheel and seat adjustment, but the 
biggest difference is in the back, 
where two adults now benefit from 
more leg room and a good amount

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AUDI A4 1.4 TSI SPORT 


While it will account for fewer sales 
than the fleet-favourite 
2.0 TDIs, the entry-level 148bhp 
turbocharged 1.4 petrol A4 is still 
an attractive proposition. 

It never feel feels slow, pulling 
strongly from low revs in third and 
fourth gear and feeling happy 
keeping up with fast traffic. Even 
better, it’s smoother and quieter 
than the diesels. 

It handles in much the same 
way; it isn’t as smile-inducing as a 
BMW 3 Series or Jaguar XE, but it 
has a lighter engine over its front 
wheels than either of these, so 
feels slightly more alert. Its light, 
vague steering remains 
a negative, though. 

Prices start at £25,900, CO 2 
emissions are from 126g/km and 
fuel economy is a good 53.3mpg. 

A BMW 3181 is cleaner and cheaper, 
but less fuel efficient, while a 2.0 
petrol Jag XE (the only petrol 
option) is worse on all counts.

Audi has consistently led the 
away for cabin quality and the new 
A4 is no different. The dashboard 
features lots of soft, dense plastics 
and convincing chrome accents. Its 
metallic climate control switchgear 
are another nice touch. 

The driver has no trouble 
navigating these controls, because 
they’re sensibly laid out and 
clearly labelled, while Audi’s MMI 
infotainment system remains one 
of the most responsive and visually 
striking, if not quite as intuitive as 
BMW’s IDrive. Our car’s optional 
(£450) Visual Cockpit is worthwhile 
too, bringing a bright, crisp 
colourful digital instrument cluster. 

A temptingly complete package 

Standard equipment on entry-level 
SE cars is comprehensive, including 
xenon headlights and LED daytime 
running lights, lyin alloy wheels, 
three-zone climate control, rear 
parking sensors, cruise control and 
keyless entry and start in its price. 
Our Sport car then added sat-nav to 
the standard y.oin infotainment 
system, front sports seats (still in 
cloth) and an upgraded sound 
system. S line models get bigger 
i8in wheels and LED headlights. 

The majority of buyers will be 
looking to run this A4 through 
work, and Audi is on to something 
there. Compared with the 
equivalent BMW 320d ED Sport and 
Jaguar XE 14 180 Prestige saloons, 
this 2.0 TDI 190 Ultra A4 is similarly

priced, but it’s a company car tax 
band lower than the other two. 

Certainly, then, if you aren’t 
interested in the even more 
economical I48bhp 2.0 TDI, this 
A4 has to be near the top of your 
shopping list. It’s classy inside, 
more spacious and good to drive, if 
not as sharp as its rivals in this area. 
However, we’ll hold out for a drive 
of the bigger-selling lower-powered 
2.0 diesel on UK roads before 
committing to an extra star.

BMW 320d ED Plus Touring auto 

First drive Revised version of big-selling executive estate 

Verdict Comfortable and great to live with as a private or company car 



Ride is supple, but there s too much wind and road noise Dashboard is well built and easy to find your way around 


AS WITH THE saloon, the BMW 
320d Touring has been overhauled 
for 2015 with a new engine, slicker 
gearbox and revised suspension. 

This is our first UK drive in the 
320d Efficient Dynamics version, 
which gets active aerodynamics, 
smaller i6in alloy wheels and less 
power than the normal 320d, in the 
name of economy and emissions. 

The resulting I04g/km and 


70.6mpg from this eight-speed 
automatic model is impressive, and 
brings company car tax bills of just 
£200 per month for 40% tax payers. 


relaxed. However, high-speed 
undulations have the nose bobbing 
up and down in stiffer settings. 

The eight-speed automatic 
gearbox sets the standard in this 
class; it does exactly what you want 
it to, when you want it to. In Eco Pro, 
there's no engine braking, so you 
can ‘coast’ for long periods. It can be 
a bit disconcerting at first, but it 
doesn’t take long to get used to. 


The engine feels potent enough 
in everyday driving - there’s always 
a healthy reserve of acceleration on 
hand, so overtaking is no problem. 

The only area the 320d ED slightly 
disappoints is refinement. You only 
need to be using moderate 
acceleration for guttural engine 
noise to creep into the cabin, while 
road and wind noise are quite 
noticeable on the motorway. 


Should you buy one? 

It’s a great option, particularly for 
company car buyers. Retail buyers 
might like to look to the slightly 
faster and cheaper standard 32od 
SE, although that model doesn’t 
have leather upholstery as 
standard. Whichever of the 320d 
versions a private buyer might 
choose, it’ll have healthy resale 
values and low running costs. 

However, we’d advise that you 
wait a month or so until we’ve tried 
the new Audi A4 Avant in the UK. 
With no estate version of the Jaguar 
XE (yet) and with the Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class Estate trailing the 
BMW in a few key areas, the Audi 
looks set to be the 3 Series Touring’s 
big rival. It’s worth holding your 
order until we know which is better.

Practical and easy to use 

The driver’s seat is supportive, but 
it’s worth adding optional lumbar 
adjustment to it. It’s awkward to 
adjust, though. 

The simple dash is great, with 
a colour screen and sat-nav, 
controlled by the excellent iDrive 
system. Bluetooth, DAB, USB input, 
climate control, cruise control, auto 
lights and wipers, and leather trim 
completes the impressive roster of 
standard kit on the cheapest ED 
model - dubbed ED Plus. 

Two tall adults will be fine in the 
back, and while the boot isn’t the 
biggest in this class it’s a good 
shape, with a low load lip and 
various practical touches including 
a powered boot lid and separately 
opening rear window. The rear seats 
split 40/20/40, and are easy to fold. 

Visibility is good, even over your 
left shoulder, although the standard 
parking sensors will still be handy. 


An efficient driving machine 

The 320d ED defaults to fuel-saving 
Eco Pro mode, in which state the 
steering feels too light, albeit 
perfectly fine for town driving. 

We favour Sport mode. This 
makes the steering heavier and - in 
part thanks to the optional £750 
adaptive dampers fitted to our car 
- gives the handling a keen feel. 

The ride is never harsh, and 
Comfort mode feels soft and

Agile and refined 

On the road the weight saving has 
paid dividends because the new 
Astra feels nimble. The suspension 
allows very little body roll, and 
although the ride can feel a little 
Arm at times, especially around 
town, it isn't uncomfortable. 

The steering is accurate but 
doesn't weight up enough as you 
turn the wheel, and although the 
brakes work well, the pedal action 
feels a little mushy. 

The 1.4-litre engine is smooth and 
pokey, and it pulls from as low as 
i25orpm. The six-speed manual 
gearbox is light and precise, and 
there's a six-speed auto option. 

At speed, the Astra is quiet, with 
a little wind noise from around the 
door mirrors and some road noise.

The 1.4-litre petrol is smooth and 
quick, although for company car 
users we suspect the more flexible 
1.6-litre diesel will make more 
financial sense, as will the cheaper 
but equally well equipped Tech Line 
trim (not available with this manual 
1.4).

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Mercedes-Benz A-Class 

First drive A subtle update adds more equipment and new suspension options to the popular A-Class 
Verdict Still a good-looking and classy car, but some of its rivals are more refined 



Even with the optional adaptive dampers, the ride is busy Interior largely unchanged, but now gets bigger screens 


THE LATEST GENERATION 
Mercedes-Benz A-Class has been 
a sales success, appealing to 
younger buyers whoVe been 
tempted by its good looks, so it’s no 
surprise that the design remains 
unchanged for this update. 

All models now get the distinctive 
‘diamond grille’, revised rear lights 
and exhausts integrated into the 
bumper; it’s pretty subtle. 

More significant are the changes 
to the equipment levels. All models 
get a bigger y.oin colour screen 
(S.oin on all but entry-level SE trim), 
and a reversing camera. 

Many of the engines are revised, 
too. The entry-level 1.5-litre diesel 
AiSod’s emissions have dropped to 
Sgg/km, while the 2.1-litre diesel 
A220d and the 2.0-litre petrol A250 
both get more power. 

Variable but unsettled 

The extra ybhp in the iy4bhp A22od 
doesn’t make much difference on 
the road, and this four-cylinder 
diesel is still decidedly gritty 


sounding, but it does deliver 
a healthy kick when you want it. 

The seven-speed dual clutch 
automatic now shifts with more 
urgency, and remains smooth and 
well-sorted. However, it does hang 
on to gears longer in Sport mode, 
even for spirited driving. 

We also drove the A250 AMG 
petrol with its new six-speed 
manual gearbox (previously it was 
an auto only). This 2i5bhp engine 
makes the A-Class a proper VW Golf 
GTI rival, and the manual is a big 
improvement over the auto. 

Dynamic Select variable drive 
modes are now a standard feature 
on all models but the entry-level SE 
trim, so you can switch between 
Sport or Comfort settings. While 
there have been no changes to the 
standard suspension set-up of the 
A-Class, which we criticised for 
being overly firm on UK roads, you 
can also add £595 adaptive dampers 
to any Sport or AMG Line model. 

The variable steering settings are 
an improvement. While Comfort 


feels a little vague, it’s predictable 
and well-weighted, and Sport adds 
more response. 

There are three suspension 
set-ups on the A-Class : SE is the 
softest. Sport is lowered, and AMG 
Line or Motorsport Editions models 
are both stiffer and lowered. 

However, our test cars both came 
with the adaptive dampers, and 
they bring a ride that is a touch 


softer in Comfort mode. However, it 
still feels quite firm and unsettled. 
Ride comfort on the A-Class is still 
not on a par with a Volkswagen Golf 
or an Audi A3, despite their equally 
gratifying handling. 

Refinement is only average, with 
plenty of wind and road noise 
creeping into the cabin at quite 
moderate cruising speeds. 

Business as before Inside 

Not much has changed in the cabin. 
Some of the materials still feel 
a little cheap and it’s not the most 
intuitive dash layout. However, 
the bigger screen looks great and 
is easy to read, and there’s plenty 
of available adjustment in the 
driving position. 

Space and practicality remain 
unaltered. Adults in the back will 
find leg room fine, but head room 
is a little tight and access awkward 
due to the swooping roofiine and 
narrow door aperture. The boot is 
adequate, if not as spacious or as 
well sorted for loading bulky items 
as a VW Golf’s or Audi As’s. 

Strong rivals 

Of the cars we drove, the A250 is 
both the more enjoyable and the 
more reasonably priced next to 
its rivals, particularly given the 
comprehensive standard spec. 

Give it real consideration if you’re 
looking at hot hatches, but be 
warned that the ride is busy even 
with the adaptive dampers. 

The A220d, however, which can 
only be had in high-spec AMG Line 
trim, is unrefined, not all that 
comfortable, and expensive for 
those not buying on finance. You’re 
much better off with an Audi A3 
Sportback or VW Golf 2.0 TDI 150.

(up from 99g/km on 17s), and its 
average economy drops from 
74.3mpg to 724mpg. It's worth 
going for the i7in wheels to get the 
full benefit of this engine, especially 
if you're a company car driver. 

Roomy and well kitted 

The spacious cabin offers plenty 
of head- and leg room for 
passengers in all bar the middle 
rear seat. There's plenty of 
adjustment for both front-seat 
occupants to get comfortable, and 
the fairly high driving position 
offers a good view of the road 
ahead. Practicality doesn't stop 
there: the Kadjar offers an 
impressive 472-litre boot, which 
beats the Qashqai's by 42 litres. 

The Kadjar also comes with 
impressive safety kit Dynamique 
Nav trim and above brings 
lane-departure warning and 
traffic-sign recognition while 
emergency brake assist is included 
on all models. It has also been 
awarded the full five stars for 
crash safety by Euro NCAP. 

The Qashqai does edge the Kadjar 
for cabin quality, but the Renault 
isn't far behind. A responsive and 
slick 7.oin touchscreen comes as 
standard in all models, but it looks 
a little too small in the cabin and 
there's no option for a larger screen. 
Other standard kit includes LED 
daytime running lights, DAB radio, 
Bluetooth and USB. 


EAMILY SUVS ARE big business, and 
the Nissan Qashqai has long sat 
atop the class. Until now, perhaps, 
because Renault has released a rival 
that could well snatch its crown. 

The Renault Kadjar shares some 
similarities with the Qashqai 
thanks to the partnership between 
the manufacturers. The engines 
from the Qashqai have been put 
into the Kadjar, and the Renault 
shares around 60% of its parts with 
its Nissan counterpart. 

However, the Kadjar's trump card 
is its price: it undercuts the Nissan 
to the extent that opting for a 
mid-spec Renault instead of an 
equivalent Nissan will save you 
around £2000. 

Eour trims are available on the 
Kadjar -Expression-i- (£19,895), 
Dynamique Nav (£21,595), 
Dynamique S Nav (£22,395), and 
Signature Nav (£24,795). 

Smooth motor, comfortable ride 

The 1.5-litre diesel model manages 
to make swift progress if worked 


hard and is very well suited to the 
car. It's a flexible engine that offers 
great fuel efficiency, delivers its 
power smoothly and doesn't have 
a problem getting the car up to 
motorway speeds, even with a full 
load of people and luggage aboard. 

The Kadjar offers a comfortable 
ride, and the body is well controlled 
through bends. Its steering is light 
and accurate, too. 


It does a good job of keeping road 
and wind noise out of the cabin. 
Under heavy acceleration, though, 
engine noise from the 1.5-litre diesel 
is noticeable. 

If you go for Dynamique S Nav 
trim, be aware that 19 in wheels 
come as standard and you'll need to 
specify if you want the smaller I7in 
wheels. On the bigger wheels the 
Kadjar's CO2 emissions are I03g/km 


A real alternative 

Company car users will be tempted 
by the low emissions while private 
buyers will be drawn by the price 
and class-leading residuals.

Interior space is good and the large boot has a flat floor 


ONCE HIGHLY RATED for its estate 
cars, Subaru is returning to its 
heartland territory with this, its 
new Levorg load-lugger. Except that 
it wouldn’t be much like Subaru to 
be either normal or predictable, and 
so instead of simply replacing the 
old Legacy with a similar car, it’s 
chosen to try something different. 

The Levorg is smaller than the 
Legacy, for starters, and is powered 
by an all-new i.6-litre turbocharged 
flat four petrol engine with quite 
modest power outputs. Power is 
sent through a Lineartronic CVT 
auto to its four-wheel drive system. 

There is also only one trim level 
available to UK buyers: ‘GT’ spec, 
which gets you LED headlights, i8in 
alloys, a partly leather-upholstered 
cabin and a y.oin touchscreen 
infotainment system. 

Firm ride, iukewarm performance 

Underneath lies the platform and 
suspension from the WRX STi 
sports saloon, and you certainly 
know it by the way the car rides. 


Although it’s fairly quiet and 
measured on smooth roads, there’s 
a firmness about the ride over 
uneven B-roads that’s a little 
unsettling. The car’s damping, 
although progressive, is ultimately 
uncompromising and it makes the 
car pitch unsympathetically over 
bigger bumps. 

The car handles well enough, just 
about, to please keen drivers. 
Steering weight is consistent and 
inspires plenty of confidence, and 
it’s very well matched to the direct 
steering. The Levorg corners very 
flat and fast, and with excellent 
stability and surefootedness. 

However, the Subaru’s engine and 
gearbox are far from what the 
chassis deserves. Although smooth 
and refined, the i. 6-litre turbo’s 
i68bhp feels only lukewarm on the 
road, and the CVT does produce 
a noticeable and unpleasant whine. 

Euel economy isn’t great, either, 
with 35mpg about the best that 
owners will realistically be able to 
attain in the real world. 


Some hard plastics disappoint 

The interior is nice enough in parts, 
but it’s still sufficiently plain and 
plasticky elsewhere to prevent it 
being a tempting alternative to 
a premium-brand car. 

The front seats are large and 
comfy, the black leather detailed 
with unusual but quite appealing 
blue stitching. The mouldings that 
border those leather surfaces are 


soft and pleasing to touch, but at 
lower levels the Levorg’s plastics are 
hard and unappealing. 

The instruments look crowded, 
with the fuel and temperature 
gauges hard to read. Subaru’s 
Starlink touchscreen infotainment 
set-up looks good and works well, 
although its split trip computer 
screens remain hard to fathom. 

The Levorg’s back seats offer 
adequate passenger space, and 
there’s enough space for two large 
adults - just. The boot’s a good size, 
though; 522 litres up to the window 
line, beating plenty of similarly 
sized wagons. The boot comes with 
60:40 split-folding rear seats, 
spring-loaded for easy folding, and 
they also fold completely flat. 

It’s good, but unconvincing 

Anyone looking for a four-wheel 
drive, auto-only estate car will 
probably like what they find in the 
Levorg. It’s a niche product, and 
a good car, but ultimately it falls 
between two stools, being neither 
a very convincing sporting option 
nor a mainstream one.

First drive All-new XI is more SUV than family hatch 
Verdict Bigger and better to drive, but it’s pricey next to its rivals 



THE Xi PROVED a popular choice 
with buyers when it was launched 
in 2009. Its timing was perfect, 
catching the early flush of 
enthusiasm for smaller, premium 
crossovers ahead of its rivals. 

Its all-new replacement is 
designed to capitalise on that early 
success. It is based on BMW's new 
compact platform, and is claimed 
to be more practical than before. 
Expect the biggest seller in the 
new range to be the ever-popular 
xDrive20d variant, as driven here. 

Good to drive and efficient 

Most models, including the one 
tested here, will feature a new 
all-wheel-drive system that offers 
plenty of traction and grip. 

The Xi has a real ability to convey 
confidence at all speeds. Weighty 
steering gives it a stable feel, while 
the car's movements are tautly 
controlled. Body roll is negligible. 

This new generation of BMW's 
familiar 2.0-litre diesel engine is 
commendable too. It's a raspy unit 


when pushed, but the performance 
is endearing: the Xi is brisk in town 
and still punchy enough when on 
more open roads. 

A new eight-speed automatic 
adds to the car's easygoing nature, 
and contributes to improved 
efficiency: CO2 emissions are just 
I28g/km and claimed economy is 
an average of sy.Bmpg, both slightly 
better than the equivalent Range 
Rover Evoque can manage. 

On the down side, the Xi's ride is 
a little unsettled on British roads, 
and the brakes are a little too sharp, 
but neither significantly blots the 
car's copybook. 

Bigger inside 

The new model has been made 
significantly taller than the old one, 
so head room is much improved. 

It gets a longer wheelbase, too 
(despite being marginally shorter 
overall), meaning there's extra 
legroom. Indeed, there's a 
maximum of an extra 66mm if you 
take the optionally adjustable 


rear seats and are willing to 
impinge on boot space. 

The fact that the car is a little 
wider helps cabin space, although it 
hasn't made the middle rear seat 
any more habitable. However, with 
its larger windows contributing to 
the airiness, the Xi now takes two 
adults in the rear comfortably. 

There is more luggage room, too; 
as much as 85 litres, which includes

a healthy amount of hideaway 
space beneath the boot floor. 

The dashboard is shared with the 
2 Series Active Tourer, so it's solidly 
built and sensibly laid out. 

Practical but pricey 

BMW's smallest SUV is a car that, on 
this initial encounter, seems more 
likeable than its Audi Q3 and 
Mercedes-Benz GLA rivals. 

At £33,680 on the road, the 
high-spec xLine trim tested is 
competitive rather than overtly 
good value. We'd suggest you stick 
with the cheaper Sport trim instead, 
because it'll save you £1500 but 
won't leaving you wanting for 
equipment. Sports seats, i8in alloy 
wheels, climate control, sat-nav, 

DAB radio, rear parking sensors, 
automatic headlights and wipers 
and keyless start are all included. 

Even in this cheaper state, 
though, next to its Mercedes and 
Audi rivals, the Xi looks pricey. 
However, BMW might find that its 
revisions are sufficient to make this 
more practical and potent Xi as 
successful as the previous version.

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Peugeot 308 GTi 

First drive Peugeot has high hopes that this grown-up GTi will push the brand more upmarket 
Verdict Fast and sophisticated, if not quite as exciting as some of its rivals

PEUGEOT WANTS TO be seen as 
a premium brand, with the 
upwardly mobile 308 leading the 
way It hopes to continue that move 
upmarket with this, the new 308 
GTi. It comes with a choice of 
248bhp and 266bhp engines, with 
the latter priced around £28,000, 
which is not too far from what Audi 
charges for a three-door S3. 

You get a generous level of kit for 
that price, not to mention the 
cracking 1.6-litre turbo petrol 
engine from the RCZ-R sports 
coupe. Peugeot Sport has also 
firmed up the suspension, widened 
the front track, uprated the brakes 
and fitted a limited slip differential. 

Surprisingly sophisticated 

Inside, the 308 GTi is smart, with 
Alcantara sports seats and chrome 
trims in the cabin. It’s clearly got 
its sights set on the VW Golf GTI, 
rather than the more brash Honda 
Civic Type R or Eord Eocus ST. 

However, the 308’s seats are a 
little short, both in the cushion and 


the squab, and the footwell is 
cramped for the longer-of-leg. The 
driving position is complicated by 
Peugeot’s l-Cockpit’ control layout, 
which places the instruments high, 
where the small steering wheel can 
sometimes obscure them. 

The car’s infotainment system 
controls the climate control as well 
as the sat-nav, radio and phone 
functions. However, the

touchscreen could be more 
responsive, and its navigation and 
internet-based entertainment 
systems aren’t up to premium- 
brand standards either, as it lacks 
the latest Apple and Android 
smartphone mirroring solutions. 

In the back, space is a bit limited, 
although the boot is both deep and 
wide. Split-folding back seats allow 
you to expand that boot when the 


Grown-up speed 

The quality and diversity of the hot 
hatchback market at the moment 
doesn’t leave a lot of space for the 
308 GTi, and yet what the car does, 
it does well. It’s certainly an 
appealing alternative, being more 
for grown-up petrolheads who’d 
rather have a well-behaved road car 
with a classy finish than something 
that only really performs well on 
a racetrack. It’s not one of Peugeot’s 
all-time handling greats - but you 
suspect it was never intended to be.

need arises, with the 60:40 split 
divided to make optimal through- 
loading space in right-hand drive 
cars.

Responsive engine 

Peugeot’s 266bhp 1.6-litre turbo 
engine puts the 308 GTi firmly 
into the middle of the hot hatch 
pack on power and acceleration. 

It’s responsive and smooth, and it 
pulls keenly throughout the rev 
range. Its six-speed manual gearbox 
is slick enough, but Peugeot isn’t 
offering a paddleshift alternative. 

The car’s handling isn’t as grippy 
or exciting as a Civic Type R’s, or as 
sweetly balanced as a Eocus ST’s, but 
it’s certainly poised and precise. 

The ride is smooth and settled, and 
quite refined by class standards, 
with only the most severe ridges 
and ruts thumping into the cabin. 

The car’s downsized steering 
wheel and quick steering make it 
feel agile and wieldy at low speed, 
but less so as you pick up speed, 
where it starts to lose its bite. 
However, at everyday road speeds, 
the 308’s mix of supple comfort 
and handling accuracy serve it well.

have one, forces the automatic 
gearbox to maintain lower gears. 

Spacious and practical 

Aside from door sill protectors and 
some dash and door trims, the 
interior is standard Passat Estate. 
There’s a huge amount of head- 
and leg room up front, while the 
driver gets a steering wheel that 
adjusts for reach and rake. 

The back seats are no less roomy. 
Two tall adults will sit behind two 
more without their knees even 
brushing the seat in front, although 
three is a squeeze. 

However, the Alltrack’s boot is 
slightly smaller than the Passat 
Estate’s, due to the presence of the 
four-wheel-drive system. Capacity 
is down from 650 litres to 639, and, 
with all seats down, 1780 litres 
becomes 1769. Still, it’s a well 
shaped boot with a flat floor when 
the rear seats are folded down. 

The cabin is filled with dense, 
soft-touch plastics and chrome 
details. The logically arranged 
switchgear further adds to the 
premium feel. 

Standard equipment is generous 
and includes i8in alloy wheels, 
heated front seats, climate control, 
Bluetooth, sat-nav, adaptive cruise 
control, half leather seats, front and 
rear parking sensors and automatic 
headlights and wipers. 


DESPITE THE POPULARITY of SUVs, 
there’s still a market for the rugged 
estate car, especially among those 
with a caravan, horse or boat to tow. 

The Passat Alltrack is a Passat 
Estate with a 15cm hike in ride 
height, beefed-up suspension and 
some underbody protection. 
All-wheel drive comes as standard, 
and there are two versions of VW’s 
2.0-litre diesel engine available; 
a i48bhp with a six-speed manual 
gearbox, and a I97bhp with a 
six-speed DSG automatic. 

Refined at a cruise 

We’re driving the entry-level 
manual here with the I48bhp 2.0 
diesel. It’s a flexible unit that pulls 
well from isoorpm, although it 
doesn’t feel as spirited as it does in 
the lighter Skoda Octavia Scout. 

Changing gear is no hardship, 
because the Alltrack’s six-speed 
gearbox is light and precise. At 
motorway speeds wind and road 
noise are well suppressed, too, and 
the engine settles nicely at a cruise. 


The regular Passat Estate puts 
comfort before agility, and so it 
proves with the Passat Alltrack. It 
rides impressively well, although 
the standard i8in wheels make it 
feel slightly abrupt on initial impact 
with bumps. Our car was helped by 
its £705 Dynamic Chassis Control, 
though. Comfort mode allows the 
Alltrack to soak up large bumps. 
Normal and Sport modes firm 


things up, which means less body 
lean in tight bends. 

The Passat’s precise, well- 
weighted steering remains intact, 
and grip is strong. Most of the time 
the Alltrack runs in front-drive 
mode to save fuel. If slip is detected, 
power is sent to the rear wheels. 

Off-road mode engages a hill 
descent control, which adapts the 
brakes to lumpy surfaces and, if you 


A worthy alternative 

If you prefer a rugged estate to an 
SUV, then you’ll like the Alltrack. 

It offers a blend of comfort, 
refinement, practicality and 
off-road security. However, a Mazda 
CX-5 costs around the same, is 
similarly well equipped and nearly 
as spacious.

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Citroen C3 Picasso 1.2T 

First drive Long-serving MPV gets super-frugal new engine 
Verdict Better to drive and cheaper to run; great for families on a budget 


and the Picasso’s rear bench is split 
60/40. There’s also an adjustable 
boot floor that - in its highest 
position - provides a totally flat 
load bay with no boot lip. 



New 1.2 gives the C3 Picasso decent pace while keeping down running costs 


WE’VE LONG THOUGHT the Citroen 
C3 Picasso one of the best-value 
ways to transport a small family, 
and it could be about to get better. 

Gone are the entry-level 1.4 and 
pokier 1.6 four-cylinder petrol 
engines, and in their places is 
a turbocharged 1.2 three-cylinder 
option, which we’re testing here. 

The new 1.2’s CO2 emissions are 
just ii5g/km, 30g/km less than the 
old 1.4, while average fuel economy 
is better by more than iimpg, at a 
decidedly reasonable sG.smpg. 

Punchy at all revs 

This new engine is much better 
than the 1.4 ever was. Throttle 
response is good, and while there’s 
a short pause while the turbo spins 
up, the subsequent surge is 
pleasingly strong and not too 
abrupt. The 1.2 is also more flexible 
than the older unit, pulling from 
low revs in third and fourth gear 
without much fuss. 

It’s marginally less reflned, 
though, and there’s more vibration 
felt via the wheels, pedals and 


gearlever than the smoother, but 
boomier, 1.4. The new engine is 
quieter at high revs, however. 

Citroen has opted for a soft 
suspension set-up on the C3 
Picasso, so large obstacles such 
as speed bumps are well absorbed. 
This softer set-up means the C3 
Picasso leans more in tight bends 
than more firmly suspended rivals 
but it never becomes a problem. 


Great cabin space 

The Citroen continues to impress 
with its interior space. It’s only 
slightly longer than an average 
supermini, but it’s a lot roomier 
inside thanks to its high roofline. 

The Picasso has a bigger boot 
than a Eord B-Max; capacity ranges 
from 385 litres to an estate 
car-rivalling 500 litres (depending 
on the position of the rear seats). 


Dearer to buy, cheaper to run 

Despite being more powerful, 
cleaner, more frugal and just as 
spacious and practical, the C3 
Picasso’s price has risen by only 
around £350. The £125 drop in 
annual road tax itself goes some 
way to offsetting that cost, let 
alone the cheaper fuel bills.

AS MID-LIFE UPDATES go, the one 
Kia has applied to the Cee’d family 
hatch is pretty comprehensive. As 
well as new front and rear bumpers 
outside and an upgraded interior 
inside, this latest version of the 
Cee’d also gets new engine options 
and new safety technology. 

It’s all aimed at keeping the Cee’d 
competitive in a segment that’s 
overflowing with high-quality 
rivals, in the forms of the Ford 
Focus, Fiyundai iso, Volkswagen 
Golf, and the forthcoming new 
Vauxhall Astra. 

The 1.6-litre diesel model that 
we’re driving here is currently the 
best-selling Cee’d in Europe, and it’s 
expected to maintain that position. 
Its peak power output has been 
upgraded from I26bhp to I34bhp, 
while pulling power remains the 
same as before, at 22ilb ft. As well 
as the standard six-speed manual 
gearbox, buyers can also now opt 
for the new seven-speed dual-clutch 
automatic option that we have 
on test here. 


Powerful and smooth 

There wasn’t a lot wrong with Kia’s 
old 1.6-litre diesel Cee’d, but it did 
feel a little less powerful than its 
I26bhp would suggest. The modest 
upgrade to I34bhp has certainly 
helped. The engine is also relatively 
quiet and pulls well from low down 
in the rev range, although it does 
begin to sound strained above 
3500rpm, as you might expect.

However, road noise is subdued 
most of the time, and the ride is a 
little firm but comfortable enough. 

The Cee’d’s steering is light and 
direct, but offers little in the way 
of feedback, while the brakes take 
some getting used to because 
they don’t feel as powerful as those 
in rivals such as the Focus and Golf. 
Nonetheless, their stopping power 
is perfectly adequate. 


Big-value choice 

With these latest updates, the Cee’d 
makes a better case for itself than 
ever before. Its new exterior look, 
coupled with the higher-quality 
interior and more powerful engine, 
moves the Kia much closer to its 
big- name rivals on merit, even if it 
doesn’t quite surpass them on 
driving experience. 

The biggest thing in the Cee’d’s 
favour, though, is value; it still 
costs considerably less than an 
equivalent VW Golf or Ford Focus.

Replacement engine

Qashqai’s mysterious thirst for oii 

I recently took my Nissan Qashqai 1.2 
DIG-T 115 Tekna to my local dealer for 
their opinion on a metallic noise that 
was coming from the engine bay at 
around 25mph. I couldn’t tell what it 
was but it didn’t seem healthy at all. 

The dealership told me that my 
car’s engine oil was very low. They 
topped it up, and told me to bring the 
car back after one week so they could 
check if the oil level was down again. 

Seven days later, I returned to the 
dealer. I told them the noise remained 
and that it could be heard simply by 
revving the engine in neutral. 

A mechanic took my car into the 
workshop and a few minutes later 
a service representative came out to 
tell me it needed a new engine. This 
took me completely by surprise as 
the car was only nine months old and 
had done just 10,000 miles. 

No further explanation as to what 
the problem might be was 


forthcoming from the dealer. They 
ordered a new engine and, at the 
same time, told me the car was safe 
to drive but I should keep an eye on 
its oil consumption. 

A few weeks later I called the 
dealer to check when they were 
expecting the replacement engine to

be delivered. I was surprised when 
they told me they didn’t know and 
that there were three other vehicles 
at the same dealership awaiting 
replacement 1.2-litre engines. 

I’m in the dark as to what the 
problem is with my car and how long 
it will take for a new engine to arrive. I 
am not even sure my Qashqai is safe 
to drive. What can I do? 

Gurinder Punn 

What Car? says 
We haven’t heard of problems 
with the Qashqai’s 1.2-litre petrol 
engine, so we contacted Nissan to 
find out what is going on. A 
spokesman said: “We are in the 
process of replacing Mr Punn’s 
engine under warranty. The issue is 
likely to be an over-consumption of 
oii. The precise cause cannot be 
diagnosed until the engine has 
been removed and our technicians 
have examined it. 


“We are aware of other cases and 
we are working on getting these 
resolved. There is no safety 
concern and we are asking Mr 
Punn to keep an eye on the oii 
levels until we can schedule the 
engine replacement, which we are 
hoping to do as soon as possible.” 

From what Nissan has told us, it 
sounds like you can continue to 
drive your Qashqai, but do 
continue to check the oii level 
regularly. Unfortunately, Nissan 
wouldn’t tell us how many other 
cars have the same problem. 

Any owners who are worried 
their car is suffering from the same, 
as yet undiagnosed, issue should 
contact Nissan customer services 
without delay. 

Leaky Focus ST sunroof 

I collected my brand-new Ford Focus 
ST TDCi less than a week ago. It had 
just six miles on the clock and I was 
delighted to drive it home. At the 
time, I spotted some drops of water 
on the passenger seat but thought 
nothing of them because it had been 
pouring with rain when I collected the 
car and assumed they had got there 
when the door was open. 

The next day it was raining again 
and I discovered that the water wasn’t 
coming from an open door but was 
dripping onto me and my passenger 
from the sunroof. I contacted the 
dealer and when I said I wanted to 
reject the car, he told me I would have 
to go through Ford Credit UK, which 
is the car’s legal owner. 

I have spoken to the company and 
it’s told me I can’t reject it. Is that true 
when there is a fault within the first 
week of ownership, and with less 
than 300 miles on the clock?

finance company is correct. The 
manufacturer has the right to try 
to repair the problem a reasonable 
number of times before you can 
reject your car. A Reasonable 
number of times* is up for debate, 
but we would suggest that three 
attempts is plenty. 

It*s good that you complained 
directly to the dealership. 
Document every instance of the 
fault including the date, time, 
weather conditions and location. 
Take photographs as well. Record 
every attempted repair that the 
dealership tries, too. These records 
will make rejecting the car - if that’s 
your eventual course of action - 
much easier. 

Subaru specification puzzie 

I’m interested in the new Subaru 
Outback but was disappointed to see 
that the UK-spec cars aren’t as well 
equipped as those sold in America. 

For example, the top-of-the-range 
UK-spec SE Premium model misses 
out on rear heated seats, front 
cushion airbags, blind spot detection, 
lane change assist, an upgraded 
speaker system and a heated 
steering wheel. 

Why is the specification different 
from US cars, and will these items of 
equipment be available on UK cars in 
the future?

It is not uncommon for vehicle 
specifications to differ widely 
between countries. We asked 
Subaru to explain the differences in 
your example. A spokesman said 
that US-sold Subarus are 
manufactured in the US, while 
Outbacks sold in the UK are made 
in Japan. This arrangement allows 
Subaru US to have ultimate control 
over the final specifications of its 
cars while, because it imports its 
cars from Japan, Subaru UK must 
choose from a menu of options.

I have been recording the fuel 
economy of my Hyundai 130 for a 
couple of years. The car’s fuel 
consumption display consistently 
shows around 46mpg in a mixture of 
urban and rural driving, a figure I am 
pleased with. However, I have kept 
records of the miles driven and petrol 
used since I bought the car, and they 
reveal an average of around 40mpg. 
Do you think that the car’s trip 
computer is faulty?

What Car? says 

It doesn’t sound like your car’s trip 
computer is faulty, but it does 
sound like it’s inaccurate. We spoke 
to Hyundai who suggested you 
take your car to a dealership to 
have its trip computer checked. 

When it comes to cars* trip 
computers, our experience has 
been the same as yours and so we 
have stopped trusting their 
readings. For our long-term test 
cars, we do what you do, 
calculating consumption on the 
basis of miles driven and fuel used. 

We have also created True MPG, 
a real-world consumption testing 
regime that provides more 
accurate figures. Sensors attached 
to the car’s central computer 
record the road speed, exhaust 
manifold pressure and throttle 
position throughout the test, while 
other equipment measures 
altitude, humidity and air pressure 
at each given moment. These 
variables all have to be factored in 
before we know a car’s True MPG 

Our figures are more accurate 
than those achieved in the official 
tests, and are also more accurate 
than a car’s trip computer.

What are they like to drive? 

The Astra is the most powerful, and 
the fastest to accelerate up to speed. 
That’s true no matter whether 
you’re working the engine hard or 
using its low-rev pulling power to 
huild speed in the higher gears. 

The other two are sluggish hy 
comparison. The Skoda’s engine 
starts to pull from lower revs than 
the Ford’s, but because the Octavia 
has only five gears (its rivals have 
six) there’s a relatively big jump 
between each one. Around town, 
you often find yourself trundling 
along at a speed where neither 
second nor third gear feels right. 

It’s a pity the Astra’s engine 
doesn’t marry its strong 
performance with impressive 
refinement. You feel some vibration 
through the controls when you put 
your foot down, and a typical diesel 
dirge fills the cabin when you 
accelerate hard. Mind you, the 
Skoda’s engine has an annoying 
resonance at low revs, and, while 
the Ford’s engine is quietest, it still 
isn’t as hushed as you might hope. 

However, the Focus does stand 
out in other ways. It’s the most 
entertaining of the three, turning in 
to corners willingly and without too 
much body lean. Its steering has too 
strong a self-centering action, but is 
super-precise and provides you 
with a good sense of connection 
with the front wheels. 

The Astra feels even more alert 
and willing to change direction, and 
there’s even less body lean during 
hard cornering. The Vauxhall’s 
steering could be better, though; 
it’s always a little too light and the 
weight doesn’t build quickly 
enough when you turn in to 
corners at faster speeds. At least 
the steering’s lightness makes the 
Astra easy to manoeuvre. 

The Octavia feels altogether more 
cumbersome than its smaller rivals, 
although it still handles tidily 
enough and has plenty of grip. 
However, given that it isn’t really 
much fun to drive, it’s a shame the 
ride isn’t a little more settled 
around town. 

We certainly don’t have many 
criticisms about the way the Ford 
rides. It manages to soak up all 
manner of road imperfections 
without fuss; the relatively small 
i6in wheels and high-walled tyres 
fitted to Zetec models helping here. 

The Astra is altogether firmer - 
the optional lyin wheels fitted to 
our test car were no doubt partly to 
blame. However, while you’re 
certainly more aware of bumps as 
they pass beneath the car than in 
the Ford, things never become too 
jarring, even over badly eroded 
road surfaces.

The Focus’s S.Oin screen is bright, but 
it’s let down by some on-screen icons 
that are too small to hit confidently 
while driving, along with unintuitive 
menus. A DAB radio, Bluetooth and 
a USB socket all come as standard 
but, disappointingly, sat-nav costs an 
extra £300. There’s no option to 
add further smartphone integration, 
such as the Apple CarPlay or Android 
Auto, either.

Vauxhall Astra 

The Astra gets Vauxhall’s brand 
new infotainment system, which 
is generally very impressive. The 
B.Oin touchscreen is bright and 
responsive, and the onscreen icons 
are big enough to hit accurately 
while driving. A DAB radio, Bluetooth, 
sat-nav and USB connectivity are 
all standard, too, as are the super- 
slick Apple CarPlay and Android 
Auto features that allow seamless 
smartphone integration. 



What are they like inside? 

Even tall drivers won’t struggle for 
space in any of these hatchbacks; all 
offer generous leg- and head room 
in the front, along with plenty of 
adjustment in the seat and steering 
wheel. The Focus’s seat holds you in 
position best through corners, but 
the Octavia’s benefits from 
a slightly more supportive base. 

The Astra’s driver’s seat is 
comfortable enough, but it’s 
disappointing you have to pay 
(£250) extra for adjustable lumbar 
support, especially when both Ford 
and Skoda include this important 
feature as standard. On the plus 
side, paying that £250 also gets you 
adjustable thigh support for the 
seat base, which neither rival offers. 

The Octavia sets the benchmark 
for interior quality, with its dense, 
soft-touch dashboard and solid, 
well-damped switchgear. However, 
the new Astra isn’t far behind for 
outright quality and the layout of 
its dashboard, while not quite as 
user-friendly as the Skoda’s, is 
logical and easy to get the hang of. 

By contrast, the Ford’s interior 
feels a little cheap. The main surface 
of the dashboard is soft to the 
touch, but there are too many hard 
and unappealing plastics elsewhere 
in the cabin, and some of the silver 
plastics are unconvincing. Many of 
the buttons and switches also feel 
comparatively lightweight. 

Few family cars can compete with 
the Octavia on rear space, but the 
Astra gives it a run for its money 
with an equal amount of leg room. 
True, the Skoda has a little more 
rear head room, but taller adults 
will be happy in both, and three 
sitting side-by-side will be much 
more comfortable in either of 
these cars than in the Ford. 

The Octavia remains the 
benchmark for boot space, too. Its 
590-litre capacity almost makes the 
Astra’s 370 and Focus’s 316 litres 
look stingy, although the high lip 
at the entrance and lack of a 
height-adjustable boot floor do 
count against the Skoda. The result 
of the latter is a large step up in the 
extended load bay when you fold 
down the rear seats. 

Both of these issues also afflict 
the Astra, although the Vauxhall’s 
load bay is usefully square in shape 
and there’s plenty of space for 
a couple of suitcases or a huge 
weekly shop. 

The Focus’s boot is relatively 
shallow, and the opening narrow. 
Annoyingly, too, you need to flip up 
the rear seatbases before the 
seatbacks fold down flat, although 
doing this does at least mean there’s 
no step in the floor of the extended 
load area. »

What will they cost? 

If you’re a company car driver the 
small differences between these 
three in benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax 
costs are unlikely to help you make 
your mind up. Yes, choosing the 
Vauxhall will require the lowest 
monthly salary sacrifice, but there’s 
only around £5 a month between all 
three cars, assuming you’re a 40% 
rate taxpayer. 

However, if you’re leasing, the 
Ford and Vauxhall are cheaper 
options than the Skoda. Take 
out a 36-month contract with 
a 10,000-mile annual limit, and the 
Astra and Focus come in at £195 and 
£197 a month respectively, while the 
Octavia will set you back a relatively 
hefty £265. 

For private buyers, the big 
discounts offered by Ford dealers 
mean the Focus will cost you £911 
less than the Astra over three years, 
and £750 less than the Octavia. All 
three cars will cost you a similar 
amount to service, come with three- 
year warranties and are expected to 
depreciate at roughly the same rate 
over the first three years. 

All are reasonably economical, 
too, although the Skoda returned 
a slightly disappointing si.smpg in 
our real world tests, compared with 
the Vauxhall’s ss.impg and the 
Ford’s sS.smpg. However, the Astra’s 
more powerful engine does push 
up its insurance premiums. 

All three cars come with 
air-conditioning, a multifunction 
steering wheel and electric windows 
front and rear, but the Skoda is the 
only one with climate control. 

The Octavia is also the only one of 
the three with rear parking sensors, 
although, along with the Focus, it 
misses out on automatic headlights 
and LED daytime running lights, 
which the Astra gets as standard. 
The Focus also does without cruise 
control, which its rivals come with 
as standard. 

A factory supply problem means 
Tech Line Astras built before 
January 2016 will have steel rims 
rather than alloy wheels. The Focus 
and the Octavia come with alloys. 

Both Ford and Skoda offer only 
one solid paint colour as standard 
(red and dark blue); the Vauxhall is 
available with a choice of either of 
those at no extra charge. »

THE NEW ASTRA is hugely 
important for Vauxhall and happily 
it doesn’t disappoint.

THESE SMALL CARS have big 
responsibilities. They need to 
be spacious, safe and stable, fast 
enough for the odd motorway 
jaunt, and perfect for taking 
the stress out of muddling 
through town traffic. The Skoda 
Eabia has been king of this big- 
selling class since it was launched 
at the beginning of this year, but it 
now faces fresh competition from 
the all-new Honda Jazz and the 
facelifted Seat Ibiza. 

The Jazz comes with a 1.3-litre 
petrol engine, and its trademark 
Tardis-like cabin, while the Ibiza 
EcoTSI has a new, low C02-emitting 
turbocharged 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder petrol engine. 

The Eabia is here as the keenly 
priced and smooth-rewing 1.2 
turbocharged petrol version that 
we favour. » 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

The new i.o-litre turbocharged 
engine is a great addition to the 
facelifted Ibiza range. The turbo 
kicks in early and delivers punchy 
performance, and you can hold 
high gears comfortably around 
town, even though you do have to 
rev the engine quite hard to get the 
best from it. 

The Fabia’s 1.2 four-cylinder 
turbocharged engine is similarly 
flexible and has plenty of oomph 
and a sharper throttle response, 
but there’s a more noticeable surge 
when the turbo kicks in. It’s smooth 
and punchy, though, and at its best 
when kept in the mid rev-range. 

The Jazz is ultimately the slowest 
car here, and the hardest work, 
because you have to rev the 
non-turbocharged 1.3-litre engine 
hard to get good acceleration. The 
gear ratios are quite short, too, so at 
yomph in sixth the Jazz’s engine is 
revving frantically at more than 
Sioorpm, while the other two cars’ 
engines are spinning away at a 
more relaxed 28oorpm, despite 
both of them having only five gears. 

All of these cars have responsive 
yet consistent steering that’s ideal 
for navigating awkward town roads 
and car parks. They’re also stable 
through fast corners, although the 
Fabia’s body floats more on dips 
and crests than the others. Our trio 
avoids the unnervingly vague 
high-speed steering that often 
hampers the cruising ability of 
small cars, so long journeys aren’t 
something to worry about. 

Ride comfort is adequate in all 
three of these cars, too. Tatty town 
roads have them bobbing about a 
bit, but they remain composed 
most of the time despite being 
slightly unsettled over sharp-edged 
bumps, particularly the Seat. All are 
certainly comfortable enough 
around town, although at high 
speeds the Jazz can skitter over 
bigger expansion joints. 

The Jazz is certainly the least 
refined, due to its coarse-sounding 
engine. It’s noisier than the quiet 
burble from the engine in the Ibiza, 
and particularly the smooth engine 
in the Fabia. All suffer noticeable 
road and wind noise at motorway 
speeds, although the Seat is worst 
for road noise and the Honda for 
wind flutter, making the Skoda 
quietest overall by a small margin. 

Most irritating is the Honda’s 
overly sensitive initial throttle 
response and slightly vague clutch, 
which makes it easy to accidentally 
over-rev the engine when pulling 
away. On the plus side the Jazz does 
have the best gearshift; its action is 
shorter and feels more precise than 
the shift in the other two cars.

Skoda Fabia 

The Skoda gets a 6.5in touchscreen 
(the same as the optional larger 
screen on the Ibiza). It’s quick to 
respond, and shortcut buttons mean 
you can hop between key menus 
easily. You also get Apple CarPlay 
(mentioned above) as standard, so 
you’re getting much more kit than in 
the Ibiza. The sat-nav costs an extra 
£500; CarPlay allows you to use 
Google maps on the screen, but it still 
needs a phone signal to work well. 



What are they like inside? 

If interior space or ease of access are 
critical for you, then look to the Jazz. 
There’s plenty of head- and leg 
room in the front and back, plus the 
high roof and doors that open to a 
nearly godeg angle make life easy 
for those who need to fit child seats, 
or who have restricted mobility. 

The Fabia is as spacious as small 
cars get, short of the Jazz. Four 
adults will be perfectly comfortable, 
since front and rear leg- and head 
room are very good by class 
standards, and access is good, too. 

By contrast, the Ibiza’s cabin is 
cramped. While taller adults will be 
okay up front, they’ll probably find 
their knees hitting the front 
seatbacks when sitting in the back, 
and head room is tight for taller 
rear passengers, too. The Seat also 
has the smallest boot, and folding 
the rear seats is a faff as you have to 
flip up the rear seat bases first, and 
the floor itself isn’t completely flat. 

Predictably, the Jazz has the 
biggest boot, and its rear seats 
topple completely flat in one easy 
movement. It takes only seconds to 
lift the rear seat bases up cinema 
style to create a deep, through- 
loading area in the rear cabin. 

The Fabia’s boot is almost as big 
as the Jazz’s, and has some useful 
cubbies and bag hooks. Alas, there’s 
no variable-height floor or any 
underfloor storage, and there’s 
also a hefty lip at the entrance. 

The Jazz is let down by its driving 
position. The seat is very flat and 
doesn’t offer much thigh support, 
making you feel as though you’re 
sliding forwards off the seat. Taller 
drivers may also struggle to see the 
dials clearly because the steering 
wheel gets in the way. 

The Skoda and Seat have better 
driving positions, with more 
supportive seats that offer a greater 
range of adjustment. Forward 
visibility is good in all three, but the 
Fabia has the best rearward view. 
The Ibiza, and more so the Jazz, have 
narrower rear windscreens and 
bigger blind spots to be conscious 
of when changing lanes. »

What will they cost? 

The Honda is the most expensive to 
buy, and discounts are small, while 
the Skoda is cheapest to buy at the 
outset, with some big savings 
available on what’s already the 
lowest list price. The Seat is 
available with sizeable discounts, 
too, but it still isn’t as cheap as the 
Fabia after haggling. 

PCP finance costs for the Honda 
and Seat come in at £187 and £183 
per month respectively, after a 
£3000 deposit on a 36-month 
contract. The Skoda is much 
cheaper at £119 per month, 
although if you do choose to buy 
the car at the end of the agreement 
you’ll have to find £5791, compared 
with £4711 for the Seat and £6166 for 
the Honda. 

Less impressive is the Skoda’s 
44.9mpg real-world fuel economy; 
the Jazz managed 48.7mpg and the 
Seat 52.2mpg. Over 36,000 miles 
the Seat will cost you around £500 
less in fuel than the Skoda. 

Despite this saving, the Ibiza will 
still cost you more than the Fabia 
overall if you buy outright and sell 
on after three years, mostly due to 
the Seat’s heavier depreciation. 

With all the bills you’re likely to face 
factored in, the Skoda will work out 
the cheapest to run, followed by the 
Seat, with the Honda working out 
fractionally the more expensive. 

The Jazz goes some way to 
justifying its higher costs with lots 
of equipment. All of these cars get 
air-con, a multifunction steering 
wheel, I5in alloys and electric front 
windows, but the Honda also gets 
front and rear parking sensors, 
cruise control, auto lights and 
wipers, rear electric windows and 
a choice between two standard 
paint colours - orange or red. The 
Fabia and Ibiza only offer one 
standard paint - dark blue or red, 
respectively - and, while the Skoda 
gets standard rear parking sensors, 
it still look sparsely equipped next 
to the Jazz. 

The Seat is the cheapest of 
the three to run as a company car 
or to lease. However, it’s the only car 
here without automatic emergency 
city braking or curtain airbags 
(which cover the front and rear 
windows), settling for driver’s head 
and side airbags only. »

The Seat may be slightly less 
comfortable but it is a bit more fun, 
and its engine is perfect for this sort 
of car, being impressively efficient 
yet energetic from low revs. 
Certainly, in this guise the Ibiza 
will match, if not surpass, the 
expectations of plenty of buyers. 
However, you’ll want to avoid the 
Seat if you value rear passenger 
comfort or boot space, and it’s also a 
shame that it’s missing some of the 
safety and convenience equipment 
that many would consider the bare 
minimum these days. 


The Jazz is a decent car despite 
coming last here. It has quite 
remarkable interior space and 
versatility, is dynamically more 
than fit for purpose, and, while it’s 
expensive, it comes with ‘big car’ 
levels of equipment. 

However, a lot of people will 
struggle to get comfortable due to 
the awkward driving position and, 
in this hard-fought class, it needs a 
more flexible, efficient and refined 
engine, and lower PCP costs, if it’s to 
be considered one of the best rather 
than just a good all-rounder.

E lectric motoring without constant range

The entry-level GX3h has an automatic gearbox, 
keyless entry, cruise control, an auto-dimming rear-view 
mirror and dual-zone climate control for the ultimate 
in driver comfort. A leather steering wheel and comfy 
C-Tec seats to keep you warm in winter and cool in 
summer round things off. 

The new GX3h+ adds smartphone control, an electric 
pre-heater and heated front seats, while the top-end 
GX4h specification introduces premium leather seats and a 
heated steering wheel, plus an upgraded satnav/DAB audio 
system and 360-degree 'birds eye' rear camera system. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL 

The executive quality experience continues behind the 
wheel. It's quiet, for a start: so quiet that the Acoustic Vehicle 
Alerting System chimes under 22mph to warn pedestrians 
that it's gliding by. Otherwise, the Outlander drives like a

BRITS HAVE FALLEN for the 
I950s-inspired style of the Fiat 500 
in a hig way, because more than 
200,000 have found homes here 
since its launch in 2008. 

However, age catches up with 
everyone, no matter how 
fashionable they are, which is why 
Fiat has launched a new 500. 

It’s the same basic car as before, 
but mildly modified with tweaked 
front and rear styling, an all-new 
infotainment system, the latest 
Euro 6-compliant engines and a 
simplified range of trim levels. 

We’re testing it here in mid-level 
Pop Star trim against the Skoda 
Citigo, which is one of our favourite 


city cars. This Citigo Monte Carlo is 
well equipped, gets snazzy wheels, 
decals, and a boot spoiler, on top of 
which it’s great to drive and good 
value. It costs less to buy than the 
Fiat, too. 

What are they like to drive? 

These two pocket-sized cars zip 
along quite happily in town, but it’s 
the Fiat that has a bit more punch. 
It’s slightly quicker away from a set 
of lights and more responsive when 
you put your foot down. Both cars 
feel a bit wheezy on motorways, 
and need to be revved hard to get 
them up to speed. However, they’ll 
both hold a yomph cruise happily.

In terms of refinement, they are 
quite different. The Skoda's 
three-cylinder engine is more vocal, 
especially at lower speeds, but the 
sound it makes isn't unpleasant. By 
contrast, the 500's engine is quieter 
and smoother around town, but 
becomes a bit raucous when you 
push it beyond 4000rpm. 

City cars like these should feel 
light and easy to drive in town, and 
both of these do. The Fiat's City 
Steering mode makes its steering so 
light when parking that you can 
twirl it with one finger. That said, 
while the steering in the Citigo 
needs a little more effort, it is much 
the better at speed because it makes

you feel more connected with what 
the front wheels are doing. 

The Skoda is the more composed 
through bends. The body leans less 
than the 500's, and it needs less 
intervention from its stability 
systems when things do go wrong. 
However, both cars grip strongly. 

These two also do an impressive 
job of softening the blow from large 
speed bumps. However, if the road 
surface is even slightly rippled the 
Fiat, particularly at speed, jiggles 
about constantly, which begins to 
get tiring after a while. Meanwhile, 
the Skoda maintains a remarkably 
comfortable ride that many family 
cars would struggle to emulate. 

Both cars have a five-speed 
manual gearbox, and the absence of 
a tall sixth gear does mean you can 
hear the distant drone of their 
engines at high speeds. Wind noise 
is also an issue for both, while the 
Skoda emits more road noise. 

What are they like inside? 

Style is intrinsic to the 500, both 
outside and in. The bright and airy 
cabin imparts a greater sense of fun 
than the more functional interior 
of the Citigo. However, despite 
the differences, both cars are 
ergonomically sound, with all the 
major controls right where you 
need them. 

You won't find many luxurious 
soft-touch plastics in either model, 
but when you spend time playing 
with the knobs and switches, 
particularly items such as the 
indicator and wiper stalks, the 
Skoda conveys the greater sense 
of solidity. However, Fiat has made 
small steps to improve the quality 
of the 500's cabin, and they show. 

Both cars are roomy enough in 
the front, although there's more 
head-, leg-, and shoulder room in 
the Citigo. The Skoda's footwell is 
also more spacious than the Fiat's. 

The Citigo's driver's seat is more 
supportive than the 500's, which 
is especially useful in the corners, 
and it's more comfortable, too.

Both cars have steering wheels 
that can be adjusted up and down, 
but not in and out, so if you’re tall 
this can leave your arms at full 
stretch. The Skoda has another, 
more annoying issue though 
- many drivers will find its steering 
wheel obscures the speedometer, 
which forces you to have the wheel 
set uncomfortably high. 

Slim pillars and large glass areas 
give good visibility in both cars, 
although the Citigo’s boxier shape 
and larger rear side windows makes 
seeing out easier in all directions 
than it is in the 500. 

If you often carry more than one 
passenger they’ll be happier for 
longer in the Citigo. That’s because 
it’ll seat two adults in the back in 
relative comfort, whereas the rear 
of the 500 is considerably more 
cramped, and more suitable for 
children or occasional use. 

The Skoda also has the bigger 
boot. After an extensive shop at the 
supermarket you’ll squeeze one 
more bag-for-life into the back of 
the Citigo, while it may have to be 
put on the 500’s back seat. For 
larger loads, both cars offer 
standard split-folding rear seats. 

What do they cost? 

If you’re a business user, leasing 
costs over three years and 12,000 
miles are roughly the same for both 
cars. However, if you pay company 
car tax instead, the Fiat will cost you 
£400 more over the same period of

time because of its slightly higher 
CO2 emissions; it sits one tax band 
above the Skoda. 

After discounts, the 500 will also 
cost you around £1400 more to buy 
privately. If you factor in other costs 
such as deprecation, insurance, 
servicing (assuming you opt for the 
three-year service packages offered 
on both), road tax and fuel, over 
three years and 12,000 miles per 
year, we estimate that in total you’ll 
pay over £700 more with the Fiat. 

Meanwhile, a three-year PCP 
finance deal for someone with a 
£1500 deposit who does 6000 miles 
a year will also be cheaper with the 
Skoda, by around £30 a month. 

The Citigo Monte Carlo has a 
standard touchscreen infotainment 
system, which includes sat-nav. 
However, it’s a portable device that 
clips onto the dashboard and it’s 
quite clunky to use. You have 
to pay £600 extra to get an 
equivalent system in the 500, but it 
uses a built-in s.oin touchscreen, 
has better graphics, more features, 
and a DAB radio; you have to pay 
an extra £155 for the DAB radio in 
the Skoda. 

Both cars come with air-con, 
electric front windows and isin 
alloys as standard. The Skoda adds 
Bluetooth, a £350 option on the Fiat, 
while the 500 gives you a USB port 
and electric mirrors. Rear parking 
sensors are optional on both. 

When the 500 was crash-tested 
by Euro NCAP eight years ago it was 
under a different system to the one 
used now, so it’s hard to compare its 
results with the Citigo’s five-star 
rating. The Fiat did well for adult 
protection though, matching the 
Skoda’s front, side and curtain 
airbags, and beating it with 
a driver’s knee airbag. Only the 
Skoda offers an optional (£275) 
collision alert and automatic 
emergency braking system, though. 

Security experts Thatcham found 
the Skoda resists thiefs pretty well, 
scoring four and three out of five in 
tests for drive-away theft and being 
broken into. However, the Fiat did 
less well, its drive-away theft result 
scoring just three points, and for 
resisting a break-in a disappointing 
one out of five points.

OUR VERDICT 


The Citigo is the better car. No matter whether you’re commuting, 
shopping, or ferrying the kids around, the Skoda will do the job that 
little bit better. It’s bigger inside, better to drive, more comfortable, 
better equipped and cheaper to buy and run. 

However, we can totally understand why you’d be seduced by the 
500’s styling. So, it’s good to know that while the upgrades haven’t 
made a huge difference, the Fiat remains a reasonably decent car.

SUV STYLING USUALLY comes at 
a premium, but not always. Here 
we have two high-riding, vaguely 
off-road-looking, VW Golf-sized 
hatchbacks that can be yours for 
less than £i6,ooo. 

We’re not talking about basic 
versions with weedy petrol engines, 
either. That £i6k gets you a punchy 
diesel motor and plenty of standard 
luxuries, including alloy wheels, 
air-conditioning, a DAB radio 
and, in the case on one of our 
contenders, heated leather seats. 

The question is, which of these 
big-on-space and even bigger-on- 
value Korean-made rivals should 
you consider spending money on? 


What are they like to drive? 

Make no mistake, neither car 
delivers the sort of acceleration 
that’s going to get your pulse 
racing. However, both will hit 
6omph in around ii seconds, 
which is enough oomph to keep 
pace with fast-moving traffic and 
even perform the odd high-speed 
overtake without your heart 
venturing too close to your mouth. 

However, while there’s little to 
split these two for outright 
performance, the fact the 
Ssangyong’s engine pulls more 
willingly from low revs makes it 
more relaxing to drive swiftly, and 
means you need to change gear less

but the Kia certainly doesn't 
disgrace itself. There's plenty of grip 
and the Soul always feels stable and 
secure, even though its high- sided 
body sways about a little through 
tight twists and turns. Its somewhat 
vague steering doesn't inspire 
much confidence through faster 
corners, although it is light enough 
to making parking a doddle. 

The Ssangyong's steering is 
heavier, no matter which of the 
variable weight settings you choose 
(by pressing a button on the 
dashboard). However, there still 
isn't much in the way of feedback, 
which is a bit of an issue given that 
the Ssangyong's front tyres don't 
grip the road particularly well - 
especially in the wet. 

Ride comfort will understandably 
be of more concern to many buyers 
and again the Kia has a clear edge. 

It never becomes too firm or 
unsettled, even over potholes, 
although you'll notice your head 
tossing from side to side along 
scruffy town roads. The Ssangyong, 
meanwhile, is less effective at 
smoothing out battered surfaces; 
its larger-diameter wheels and 
lower-profile tyres are no doubt 
partly to blame. 

What are they like inside? 

You're unlikely to have much 
trouble finding a comfortable 
driving position in either of these 
cars. Both have steering wheels that 
adjust for height and reach, and 
they also have height-adjustable 
driver's seats and decent all-round 
visibility - particularly in the Kia 
thanks to its slimmer rear pillars. 
The Kia also has the more 
comfortable front seats, although 
a shortage of lower back support 
in both cars puts a dampener on 
long-distance comfort. 

You won't have many issues with 
the dashboard layout in either, 
although the Kia's is that bit more 
user-friendly, thanks to its bigger, 
squarer and more clearly labelled 
buttons and dials. Everything you 
touch feels sturdier and more » 



frequently. It's just a shame that 
when you do need to use the 
Ssangyong's gearbox you'll find it 
a bit stiff and notchy; the Kia's is 
much lighter and slicker. 

In fact, the Kia is altogether the 
more refined choice. Its engine is 
smoother and quieter, and less 
wind and road noise finds its way 
into the cabin at a motorway cruise. 
You can hear the suspension 
working away in both cars, 
particularly around town, but 
again the Ssangyong is marginally 
the less effective at suppressing 
this annoying noise. 

Neither of these SUVs handles as 
well as the best family hatchbacks.

classily finished. Mind you, the 
Ssangyong’s interior doesn’t feel 
at all low-rent, despite the use 
of harder and less-appealing 
plastics throughout. 

Both of these SUVs are 
remarkably practical family cars. 
Their high-sided, boxy shapes give 
them huge amounts of head room, 
not only in the front but also in 
the back. Rear leg room is equally 
impressive in both cars, and the 
Kia’s broader cabin makes it better 
for those occasions when you need 
to carry three in the back. 

Tall, square and wide-opening 
doors make both cars easy to get 
into and out of, even though the 
Ssangyong’s rear wheelarches jut 
in to the door opening slightly 
more than we’d like. However, 
it’s rather worrying that the 
Ssangyong’s rear head restraints 
don’t rise up high enough to be 
of any use for taller people. 

Outright boot space is similar in 
both. The Kia’s load bay isn’t quite 
as wide as the Ssangyong’s, but 
it’s that bit longer and taller. 
Annoyingly, though, while 
top-of-the-range Kias come with 
a height-adjustable boot floor that 
helps negate the big lip at the boot 
entrance - and the hefty step in the 
floor when the rear seats are folded 
down - you can’t add this feature to 
Connect models, even as an option. 

What will they cost? 

A bit of haggling with your Kia 
dealer will soon slice £1775 from the 
price of the Soul, whereas our 
Target Price shoppers were unable

to find any Ssangyong dealers 
prepared to barter. The upshot of 
that is that the Tivoli will cost you 
£1025 more to buy at the outset. 

However, consider the cost of 
ownership over a three-year period 
and there’s less to split them. The 
Ssangyong is still the pricier option, 
but the fact it’s predicted to shed its 
value at a slightly slower rate, 
qualifies for a cheaper band 
of road tax and is more economical 
in real-world driving narrows that 
gap to just £883. 

The Kia makes more financial 
sense if you’re buying on finance, 
too. Put down £5000 up front on 
a three-year PCP agreement and 
you’ll pay £153 a month, compared 
with £166 for the Ssangyong. Both 
deals have an annual mileage limit 
of 12,000 miles and require you to 
pay a hefty final ‘balloon’ payment 
at the end of the term if you want 
to own the car outright, although 
at this point most people will 
simply sign up to a new agreement. 

If you’re looking at either of these 
as a potential company car then 
forget the Kia. Its high CO2 
emissions make it a seriously pricey 
option - a £22,000 Nissan Qashqai 
1.5 dCi no Acenta will cost you less 
each month in salary sacrifices. The 
Ssangyong’s lower emissions and 
cheaper list price make it more 
attractive to company car drivers, 
although anyone planning to lease 
may be put off by its higher 
contract hire rates. 

Both cars come surprisingly 
well equipped considering their 
reasonable price tags. Alloy wheels, 
air-conditioning, cruise control, 
four electric windows, a USB socket, 
a DAB radio, Bluetooth and a 
reversing camera are standard on 
both, while the Ssangyong even 
gets climate control and heated 
leather front seats. White is the only 
no-cost paint colour available on 
either car, although several metallic 
finishes are available if you’re 
prepared to pay extra. 

Like all Kias, the Soul comes with 
a seven-year, 100,000-mile 
warranty as standard, compared 
with the five-year unlimited 
mileage cover that’s provided 
as standard by Ssangyong.

OUR VERDICT 


Ssangyong has always been a fairly niche player in the UK car market, 
and with good reason - its models have been temptingly cheap, but 
mediocre in other respects.

IT’S EASY TO overlook the humble 
estate car. It won’t get you noticed 
as much as an SUV will and it 
doesn’t have the interior flexibility 
of an MPV, but after 15,000 miles 
with an Audi A6 Avant, it’s clear the 
estate is well worth your attention. 

Of course, the A6 Avant is no 
‘humble’ estate car. Despite our 
2.0-litre diesel version being near 
the bottom of the A6 range, it still 
costs the best part of £40,000 - 
more once the optional extras are 
taken into account.

sensors and an electrically operated 
tailgate, but our car was a mid-spec 
S line model, which added LED 
headlights, sporty looks inside and 
out, and bigger wheels and firmer 
suspension than entry-level A6s. 
Heated front seats weren’t included, 
though, so they were added, along 
with the Technology pack for its 
upgraded sat-nav system complete 
with online services. 

The A6 certainly handled well 
for a large estate, and my initial 
concerns about ride comfort 
disappeared over time. True, things 
were a little Arm around town, but 
it was never uncomfortable and it 
got better the faster you went. In 
fact, the A6 was a superb motorway 
car, so was the natural choice for 
anyone in the office planning a 
weekend away. During its time with 
us it went as far afield as the Alps, 


and was a regular visitor to 
Somerset, Devon and Cornwall. 

Everyone who drove it 
commented on how refined and 
settled it felt at speed, and how 
smooth and quiet the engine was. 
The large fuel tank also meant that 
stops for diesel were few and far 
between. Fuel economy was decent; 
our car regularly managed 
40-45mpg, which was a fair result 
considering how much time it 
spent in town during the week. 

The car had a bit of a thirst for 
AdBlue, though. This is an additive 
that helps the engine to meet strict 
emissions regulations, which in 
turn makes the A6 such a tax- 
efficient choice. AdBlue is stored in 
its own tank and you have to top it 
up (the filler neck is next to the one 
for fuel) when the dashboard 
warning light comes on. We did this 
three times during our time with 
the car, at a total of £55. That’s not a 
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Excellent driving position, and a wonderf uily plush and spacious interior

lot to pay over 15,000 miles, but 
topping up the tank was a bit of a 
pain, partly because the tool to 
unscrew the filler cap was stored 
beneath the boot floor. 

That wasn’t the only outlay 
required to keep our A6 on the road. 
While turning in a narrow spot, 
a colleague reversed the car into 
a grass bank - unfortunately it was 
too low for the parking sensors to 
pick it up. The result was some 
damaged bumper trim and a loose 
exhaust cover, which was fixed by 
our local dealer, Walton Audi, at 
a total cost of £473. 

Life with the A6 was otherwise 
painless, though. Despite the boot 
being far from the biggest in the 
class, it took everything we threw at 
it, and the low, wide opening made 
loading easy. The cabin offered 
good space for four people - five 
was a bit of a squeeze - and the 
climate control was supremely 
effective during the summer 
months, although it took a long 
time to clear the windscreen of 
condensation during the winter. 

The optional automatic gearbox 
could also be a little hesitant when 
you wanted to pull away from 
a standstill in a hurry, but it 
otherwise shifted gear smoothly 
and when you wanted it to. At 
least the punchy engine always felt 
more than capable of powering 
such a large estate, even when it was 
weighed down with people and 
their luggage.

You’ve got a right to expect a 
lot from an upmarket estate car, 
but the A6 Avant definitely 
delivered. It was classy, refined, 
practical and well equipped, and 
most of all it made you feel good 
about owning it.

THERE’S NEVER BEEN a better time 
to be shopping for a small car. Our 
2015 Car of the Year, the Skoda 
Eabia, is a great choice, and the Eord 
Fiesta and VW Polo remain 
excellent mainstream options. 
After six months running a Mazda 
2, Tm inclined to suggest that it 
should be on your shortlist too. 

The petrol-engined 2 looks pretty 
conventional compared with 
turbocharged rivals like the Eabia 
and the Fiesta. It has a 1.5-litre 
engine that’s available in three 
states of tune; we went for the 
mid-spec Sgbhp unit which, on 
paper at least, offers a good blend 
of performance and value. 


The 2’s line-up of trim levels has 
been kept simple. The entry-level 
model, SE, is available only with the 
weakest petrol motor, but if you 
step up to SE-L you get a wider 
range of engines to choose from, 
plus cruise control, a better 
infotainment system with a y.oin 
touchscreen display and a DAB

radio, steering wheel-mounted 
controls and electric rear windows. 

Then there’s Sport, which 
upgrades air-con to climate control 
and I5in alloys to i6in items, and 
adds keyless entry, automatic 
wipers, rear parking sensors and 
automatic headlights. We went for 
Sport Nav trim, which also 
incorporates European navigation 
in the infotainment set-up, and 
chose a striking Dynamic Blue paint 
scheme. The final damage? Just shy 
of £16,000, which seems a lot but is 
par for the course in a class where 
most people focus on the monthly 
finance bill an3rway. 

Our 2 certainly raised a few 
eyebrows when it entered the car 
park back in March. Mazda’s current 
styling theme brings sharp creases 
and complex surfacing over the 
bod3rwork, and the 2 certainly 
looked swoopy and sporty 
compared with two of our other 


small test cars, the Hyundai i20 and 
that COTY-winning Fabia. 

The early feedback wasn’t quite 
so positive about the interior, 
however. For starters, there isn’t as 
much room in the 2 as there is in 
the Fabia, particularly in the back 
seats. The 2 soon became the choice 
for ‘running in to town’ instead of 
the all-round use that our Skoda has 
been getting. Then there’s the 
interior finish itself, which is solid 
enough but just a little dour. A flash 
or two of aluminium trim would 
have made quite a difference. 

Fortunately, the 2’s driving 
characteristics went some way to 
making up for the cabin. The 
normally aspirated engine needs to 
be worked harder than one of those 
small turbos in the rivals, but it was 
smooth enough, quick to respond 
and helped by a very slick five- 
speed gearbox with a delightful 
short shift throw. 
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Driving position is good but the interior trim couid do with a iittie sparkle 


Handy connections and useful tray Good to drive and agile in corners 


The steering was direct and nicely 
weighted, and the 2 held on gamely 
in corners, with surprisingly little 
body roll Even on the Sport Nav’s 
larger alloys, the ride was always on 
the comfortable side of firm; 
indeed, the only downside of the 
different set-up was the increased 
road noise at speeds. This could 
be an issue on the motorway, as 
refinement was generally good. 

If there was a highlight of the 2’s 
time with us, the infotainment 
system was definitely it. Plenty of 
my colleagues borrowed the car for 
a short journey and came back 
eulogising about how much better 
the Mazda’s system was compared 
with cars costing three times as 
much. The screen is crisp and 
bright, and positioned perfectly, 
high up and in the centre of the 
dashboard. It’s easy to use, too, 
quick to respond via the dial 
controller, or if you decide to stab in 
an address directly on the screen. 
You just need to give it a wipe 
occasionally, because it can pick up 
fingerprints easily. 

We didn’t run the 2 for long 
enough to get it an3nvhere near a 
Mazda dealer, but it gave us no 
mechanical dramas during the six 
months. Like many cars, it didn’t 
get near to matching its official fuel 
economy figure, but our overall 
average of slightly more than 
45mpg is certainly pretty good. 

In fact, you could say the same 
about the 2 itself. Perhaps it isn’t

quite such a strong all-rounder as 
the Fabia, and it’s not as much fun 
to drive as the Fiesta. However, if 
you decided to pick a 2 over those 
models on the strength of its good 
looks and that funky infotainment 
set-up, we wouldn’t blame you.

GO EOR A drive in the Cactus and 
you’ll be pleasantly surprised at the 
way it performs. It accelerates with 
vigour, belts along the motorway 
with conviction, and even pulls well 
up hills in higher gears. 


Sadly, they’ve also mentioned 
how uncomfortable the driver’s seat 
is, so the prospect of driving from 
the outskirts of London to see my 
family in Somerset had me worried. 

1 needn’t have been concerned. 
I’m not sure if it’s my slightly 
generous natural padding, but 1 find 
the driver’s seat comfortable and 
supportive enough, even without 
adjustable lumbar support (oddly, 
this isn’t available on any Pulsar). 


My colleagues have often 
borrowed the car, and not one has 
complained about its performance, 
either on long-distance trips or 
short drives around town. 

All of that is particularly 
impressive when you consider that 
my Cactus is powered by a three- 
cylinder 1.2-litre petrol engine. 

Not a big engine, by any stretch, but 
it is turbocharged, and it produces 
logbhp and isilb ft of torque. 


Bad traffic meant the journey 
took nearly three hours, but 1 got 
out of the car without an ache. 
Despite the jams, the trip wasn’t 
a chore thanks to the Pulsar’s good 
motorway refinement, comfortable 
ride and easy gearchange. True, you 
have to be neat with your clutch 
control to pull away smoothly, but 
you quickly get the hang of it. 

Things were certainly quiet from 
the back seats when 1 took my niece 
and nephew for a spin. They said 
the reversing camera was ‘really 
cool’, and both loved the amount of 
space they had and the view out of 
the large windows - if you’ve got 
young children to transport, these 
things matter. 

The journey home, however, 
highlighted one foible of the Pulsar. 
It comes with impressively bright 
LED headlights, but only on dipped 
beam; full beam has halogen bulbs, 
which aren’t nearly as illuminating. 
Drive along a twisty country road at 
night and the area close by is well 
lit, but the road in the distance isn’t. 
As the evenings draw in, that’s likely 
to become more noticeable. 


That peak pulling power is 
reached at just isoorpm, and thanks 
to its eager engine, the Cactus will 
sprint from o-62mph in a wholly 
respectable g.ssec. 

Satisfyingly, this decent 
performance is achieved without 
crippling the car’s fuel economy. 
More often than not my Cactus 
returns 45mpg, and it gets closer to 
SOmpg if driven with a very gentle 
right foot. 

That’s a relief. In the past I’ve 
found that some ‘downsized’ 
engines, ones that have been shrunk 
in an effort to boost efficiency, have 
struggled to deliver on both the 
performance and economy fronts. 
Sometimes they even end up being 
less economical than bigger, more 
powerful engines, so the fact the 
Cactus does well across the board is 
something to be applauded. 

In fact the only thing that lets the 
Cactus down is its gearshift. It’s not 
particularly precise, the throw is 
quite long and it feels a little 
rubbery. Not the be-all and end-all, 1 
admit, but it’d be pleasing if Citroen 
sharpened it up in the future.

EVEN THOUGH I rate the Fabia it is 
always nice to hear from others that 
have been sufficiently taken by the 
small Skoda to buy one themselves. 

My colleague Doug was telling 
me that his granny has just taken 


delivery of a new Fabia. He says 
she’s getting on well with it so far, 
finding it more comfortable than 
her old Honda Jazz. 

He also said that she managed to 
get a good deal on the car, knocking 
a fair bit off the list price. With this 
in mind, 1 decided to see just how 
much of a saving 1 could get if 1 was 
buying my Fabia now. 

The What Car? Target Price 
suggests that there are decent deals 



Fabia impresses, and the potential savings make it even more tempting 


to be had, because £12,567 knocks 
£883 off the price to start off with. 

However, Target Price is only 
really a starting point, and there are 
often special offers or discounts 
available through broker sites. 

A quick trawl around the biggest 
brokers showed just what you 
might achieve, and what was 
particularly notable was the range 
in the savings on offer. 

Drivethedeal.com, for example, 
managed to beat our Target Price 
comfortably with a saving of £1403. 
However, this was beaten by the 
£1546 saving from Orangewheels. 
co.uk and £1611 from Carfile.net. 

The best saving is not always 
from the same broker, so it is worth 
shopping around, and this was 
proved by the fact that a massive 
£2345 saving was available from 
C0ast2C0astcars.c0.uk. This brought 
the price down to just £11,104. 

The Fabia makes decent financial 
sense even at full price, but with 
this much of a saving it looks like 
a bargain, and it is more proof that 
you should rarely take a list price at 
face value.

YOU MIGHT REMEMBER we didn’t 
get on well with Vauxhall’s BringGo 
satellite navigation app the first 
time we tried it. It crashed multiple 
times when downloading, and was 
pretty slow to use. 


Customers can download a trial 
version of the app which lasts for 
30 days, but after that it’s £39.99 to 
continue using it. That seems 
expensive for an app that has such 
unsound reliability. 

A quick look on Apple’s App Store 
reveals BringGo Western Europe 
currently holds a rating of only 1.5 
stars, too. This is bad news 
considering the app is currently the 
only navigation option officially 


offered by Vauxhall for the Corsa. 
Trying to use streaming apps such 
as Spotify has also proved to be 
problematic, especially when using 
an iPhone. 

The car’s Intellilink infotainment 
system has also been causing some 
grief recently. 1 was heading for 
Oxfordshire and needed to use my 
phone for sat-nav via Google Maps, 
but when 1 plugged it into the USB 
port the infotainment screen 
turned itself off. No amount of 
prodding, pushing and restarting 
would encourage the system into 
life, and it remained non-functional 
for the whole journey. Later on the 
problem fixed itself but it’s not 
something 1 expect from a car that 
we’ve had for just nine months. 

Of course, it’s worth pointing out 
that this is the first time it’s let me 
down. Normally, it’s fast and 
efficient, and 1 like the layout. The 
screen itself is mounted fairly low 
in the cabin, however, so 1 find I’m 
taking my eyes off the road for 
longer periods than I’d like just to 
do simple things like changing the 
audio source.

Contract hire and leasing 

We tell you about fitting accessories, 
maintenance deals and PGP vs contract hire 


What’s the difference between 
contract hire and leasing? 

‘Leasing’ is a catch-all term that 
includes finance lease and lease 
purchase, as well as contract hire, 
which is a form of leasing. 

Should I go for contract hire or a 
PCP arrangement? 

Although monthly payments are 
often similar, at the end of the deal 
a PCP gives you the flexibility to own 
the car for an extra lump sum, or put 
a deposit down on another deal. If 
you have to terminate the deal early, 
contract hire often carries a penalty 
of 50% of the outstanding rental; the 
penalties on a PCP are much smaller. 

With contract hire, VAT-registered 
users can reclaim VAT on some of 
the finance and maintenance costs. 

Does it make sense to take out a 
‘with maintenance’ agreement? 

Companies go for these as it makes 
budgeting easier. For private buyers, 
the fixed cost can also be reassuring, 
but you should work out whether it 
is cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Generally, the higher 
your mileage, usually one in excess 


of 20,000 miles, the more viable a 
maintenance agreement becomes. 

Can 1 fit accessories to a car on 
contract hire? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add any accessories, and it is up to 
you to remove these accessories 
and make good any damage.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE F VE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street. 


Hot Topic 


Pre-regcars: 
what’s the risk? 

If I buy through a broker, 
will I be the car’s first 
registered keeper? 

Sharon Jones, Carlisle 

Ask to see the broker’s terms 
and conditions before you buy. 
Some ‘rogue’ companies 
pre-register cars to claim 
manufacturer fleet discounts. 
However, while you might save 
a bit of money, this can be risky 
- you could invalidate your 
insurance. Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.

Pricing
